From the Arctic, 

Lonpon, Oct. 27.—The Alert and Dis- 
covery left Port Foulke J uy 29, 1875, 

and entered the ice otf pe Sable. 
Aftér a severeand long'tontinued strug- 
gle they succeeded in reaching the 
uorth side of Lady Frankiin bay, and 
here the Discovery was left in winter 
quarters. The Alert pushed on and 
reached the limit of navigation on the 
sheres.of the Polar sea. The ice varied 
in thickness, being in some places 150 
feet deep. 

The Alert wintered in latitude 82 
degs. and 27 min. At this point the 
sun was in visible for 142 days, and tem- 
perature, the lowest. ever recorded, 

was experienced. A detachment with 
siedges was dispatched northward. It 
was absent 70 days, and reached lati- 
tude 83 degs an 20 mins. Another 
party rounded Cape Columbia, the 
northmost part .of America, and 
made 220 wmiles“*westward from 
Greenland, and also explored far to 
jeastward, These sledge parties met 
with no game, and suffered much from 
scurvy. Hans Peterson died from 
frost bite. John Porter, of the-Aler', 

and James Hans and Charles Paul, oi 
the Discovery, died on the sledging ex- 
peditions. 0 Esquimaux, were seen 
nor were any ice bergs—-met with 
bevond Cape Simon. The expedition 
encountered great difficulties in re- 
turning. The Alert’s rudder bolt was 
damaged. The vessels left Smith sound 
Sept. 9th.

It the senate throws 
out a state unfairly, the house can re- 
taliate; if tke count is stopped, the 
choice devolyes upon the house. 
Hence the opposition of the republi- 
cans to a rule that they invented, and 
used for ten years.
